WORK IS DRUDGERY. 


“Gloomy” Deau Inge Disbelieves Talk 
About Enjoying It. 

Dean Inge ot St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
known as the “Gloomy Dean,” has 
started another suggestive subject 
for controversy, In his Baster ser- 
mon in the cathedral this ultra-pesst- 
mist said: 

“Nine-tenths of ali work is drudg- 
ery.” 

Dean Inge, in the course of his 
sermon, also said that persons who 
‘talked about. the pleasure of work 
did not know what hard work meant. 
All such talk he described as “cant.” 

The Daily Mirror was one of the 
first, papers to see the opportunity 
afforded by the’ Dean's remarks. It 
quoted a remark made by the Lord 
Chief Justice some years ago: 

“I hate holidays. I am never so 
happy as when I am in the courte 
and fighting cases. I never know 
what to do with a holiday.” 

The Daily Mirror omitted to men- 
tion that the former Sir Rufus Isaacs 
is one of the most fortunate of lIiv- 
ing men, and that he would be, ‘in- 
deed, ungrateful if he were to “hate 
holidays.”’ 

Others referred to are Mme. Sarah 
Bernhardt, who once said she felt 
weary whenever she had no work at 
the theatre, and Col, Roosevelt, 
whose recipe for happiness is ‘‘Work, 
and more work.” 

Lord Chancellor Haldane has set it 
on record that in his belief work 
is so beneficial to the human frame 
that three or four hours’ sleep at the 
moét is sufficient for rest. 

“Dean Inge,’’ says an editorial, 
“would probably retort that. such 
, work as this—work taken up out of 
| personal desire—is not really work 
at all, but rather a pastime and a 
| pleasuré. This is where the two 
{camps of opinion ffioin issue. They 
must find themselves arguing over 
; the question, When is work a pleas- 
ure and when does pleasure become 
work? The anti-workers will prob- 
|ably state that by work they mean 
any set task or daily duty performed 
by wage earners.” 

Among those interviewed was a 
large employer of labor who has a 
daily opportunity of watching hun- 
dreds of clerks and “yard hands.’’ 

He said that in his experience the 
majority. of wage-earners became 
thoroughly miserable when the 
working system of their lives was 
interrupted for any length of time. 
He added: 

“The average man gets miserable 
; and restless long before the end of 
; the average holiday. He enjoys it 
at first, but then the lack of occupa- 
ition pulls upon him. The old legend 
about people coming back to work 
reluctantly, with gl y faces. and 
unwilling hands is all rubbish. 

“It must be remembered that for 
the average human being a set task 
is an absolute necessity. It is only 
| the exception that possesses the con- 
| structive ability to select or invent 
, the grade and ability of work which 
| they wish to do. The rest are sim- 
{ply aimlessly bewildered over the 
‘problem of what to do with their 
| time.”* - 

A clergyman is quoted as saying: 
“Dean Inge’s remarks are astonish- 
| ing. Surely he does not find his ap- 


pointed work of saving men’s souls 
so much drudgery.” 

A novelist declared that writing 
fiction was at once work and pleas- 
ure, but, he added, he had never 
written or talked fiction about work 
——he left that to Dean Inge. 


Great Britain's Dog Town.

Britain is Haverfordwest. There are 
many men in the town who live by 
breeding, buying and selling dogs.

iff Your Seed Packets Are Not 1014 
} Somebody Is Breaking the Law. 


Those gorgeourly chromatic cata- 
fogues that have adorned every heine 
for a couple of months, those enticing 
little seed packeis obtrusively dis- 

| blayed in hundreds of stores, are a 
reminder that the Seed Branch of he 
Federal Department of Agriculture 
has been having about the busiest 
time of its existence. The important 
mission upon which George H. Clark, 
Dominion. Seed Commissioner, and 
his scientifically trained staff are en- 
gaged is familiar, if known at all, to 
but comparatively few, 

The field root, garden vegetable, 
and flower seeds sown in Canada are 
mostly imported from Europe; some 
enter from the United States, but 
only a very few are Canadian-raised. 
Women and children figure largely 
in agricultural production across the 
ocean, so it does not pay this country 
to compete, Before distributing their 
trays of packet seed to the small 
dealers, also before selling . bulk 
quantities to large dealers and grow- 
ers, our reputable seed firms submit 
doubtful samples to this Seed De- 
partment at Ottawa, ad act upon the 
result of the official reports. Others 
do not, and in Ontario, during 1912, 
out of 1,439 small dealers visited, 
there were found 197 violations of 
the Seed Control Act, with subse- 
quent convictions of six dishonest of- 
fenders. ‘There were 37 convictions 
for 330 violations among t*e 1,527 
dealers visited in 1913; and now that 
there is no possible plea on the score 
of ignorance of the stringent laws on 
the point, each future year will find 
the Seed Branch exacting much 
stricter adherence to the regulations 
governing pure seed. Until the pres- 
ent, Commissioner Clirk’s work has 
been largely educative, but willful 
dishonesty is now to be curbed as 
effectively as possible by legal pres- 
sure wherever discovered. 

Very steadily the thoroughness of 
inspection has been increased; last 
spring 26 temporary assistants to 
the eight district officers scattered 
throughout the Dominion being em- 
ployed; this year there are more, 
Some of the wholesalers send out 
their packet seeds on a commission 
basis, and collect all unsold at the 
end of the season. But others are 
sold outright, and if not disposed of 
the same season they are often kept 
ir stock by the retailer until their 
vitality has deteriorated. An amend- 
ment to the Seed Control Act in 1911, 
requiring all.packet seeds to be 
stamped, showing the year in which 
they were filled, has proved a good 
safeguard. When buying your seeds, 
see’ that ‘bear ‘the imprint of a 
firm of. éstablished reputation; took 
specially. for the date,-and then you 
will be tolerably sure—-if your let- 
‘tuce does not “ec up’’—-that His 
Lowness, the English sparrow, gob- 
bled your seed, row by row, then 
swore roundly at there being no 
more, 

Canada’s Seed Branch is also active 
and educatively advantageous regard- 
ing field crop competitions and see1 
frirs, and in granting subventions of 
various kinds. 


Building Fell Of. 


There was a@- large decrease im 
buil. ing operations throughout Can- 
ada in 1913 as compared with 1912, 
according to figures obtained by the 
Labor Department from its corre- 
spondents in 100 lodalities. 

In 1913 the amount of new build- 
ings was $178,069,838, a decrease of 
$45,666,539. All the provinces, with 
the exception of Prince Edward Is- 
land, New Brunswick and Quebec, 
show a decrease. In three provinces 
there were gains of $190,400, $1,- 
843,550 and $2,202,511 respectively. 
The decreases in the other provinces 
were as follows: Nova Scolia $118,- 
757, Ontario $1,908,826, Manitoba 
$2,608.792, Saskatchewan $9,675,- 
115, Alberta $17,183,007 and British 
Columbia $18,408,603. 

Out of the 36 localities in Westera 
Canada for which comparative sta- 
tistics were obtained, 30 show a de- 
crease. ’ 

In nearly all the big centres 
throughout Canada building opera- 
tions reached the high water mark in 
1912. The one outstanding exception 
is in the case of St. John, N.B,, where 
an increase of $1,843,550 over the 
1912 figures is reported.

Hunt In Packs and Even Attack 
Human Beings. 


The famous wild dogs of South 
Africa hunt in packs like hounds 
and show the most marvelous intel- 


. ligence in bringing down the fiercest

game, 

They are strong, powerful crea- 
tures, measuring about_two feet in 
height at the shoulder, and having 
long and slender limbs. The head 


‘ particularly resembles that of the 


hyena, the.muzzle being pointed and 
black, and the eara large and prom- 
inent. The tail is moderately long 
and bushy. 

These wild dogs are trpe hunters, 
the packs s0metimes numbering 
several hundred individuals, seeming 
to be governed by a regular system 
of espionage. When at rest about 
the hollows and caves in the rocks 
in which they live, certain ones act 
as sentinels, lying on the outskirts of 
the pack, watching for game. 

Does a herd of antelopes approach, 
the signal is given from half a dozen 
mouths, the whole family of hunters 
spring into activity, and in a mo- 
ment are off pell-mell, certain dogs 
taking the lead as officers. As they 
come in sight of the herd of ante- 
lopes, a yelping cry arises from hun- 
dreds of throats, and the race be- 
gins in earnest, the affrighted ani- 
mals dashing away with the speed 
of the wind. 

At first the antelopes easily dis- 
tance their pursuers; but the wild 
dogs rush on with the same regular 
pace, and does a leader become ‘'red, 
he immediately -falls back, another 
rushing to the front, taking the 
lead, and assuming command. This 
is kept up until the end, the dogs 

radually gaining upon the herd, un- 
finally one or more fall behind. 

The stronger dogs now rush to 
the front and form a line, separating 
them froin the main body, the in- 
tention being to divide the stragglers 
from the herd; and in accomplish- 
ing this, much ingenuity is exercised 
by the wild hunters, that wheel 
around them, and drive them, if 
possible, toward their caves or homes 
in the rocks. 

The separated antelopes, ignorant 
of this device, dash away, the wily 
dogs following at their heels, and 
spreading out, often forming a half 
circle, until finaNy, when in the im- 
mediate vicinity of their homes and 
young, a dash is made, and with wild 
yelps they rush from all sides upon 
their victims, leaping upon them 
and dragging them to the earth, 
where they are soon dispatched, 
dragged to the great natural kennel 
and devoured, ‘3 

The dogs rarely attack human be- 
ings, seemingly understanding that 
they are not able to cope with them. 

On one occasion, however, a party 
of travelers were attacked by a troop 
so large that it was not deemed ad- 
visable to fight them, and the horses 
were given rein and dashed away, 
the howling pack in full pursuit. A 
fall or misstep in the clearing would 
have been fatal. 

sThe horses were directed toward 
a clump of trees two miles distant, 
and for the first half gained per- 
ceptibly upon their followers; but 
gradually the dogs crept up until 
they were finally close upon the 
horses’ heels, and by howls and 
yelps endeavoring to divert those in 
the rear from the main party, after 
their usual fashion. A volley from 
the muskets of the travelers, how- 
ever, put a stop to this manoeuvre, 
and shortly pursued and pursuers 
dashed into the grove and under- 
brush,

followed by part of the troops; but 
by a determined fusillade from the 
muskets of the party the rest of the 
dogs were beaten off—not, however, 
before one horse was killed, while 
those driven away by the pack were 
never heard from.

BRITISH M.P.’S SPEECHES, 


How They Are Preserved In Classic 
Westminster. 

With the regularity of the morn- 
ing milk a neat, gray covered book- 
let of the speeches of M.P.’s on the 
previous night is delivered to the 
London home of every member of 
Parliament. This is the official re- 
port of the proceedings of the House 
of Commons. The workmanship of 
this valuable booklet is perhaps the 
best of all the vast multitude of 
Parliamentary publications. It repre- 
sents, says BE. A. J., in The Daily 
Citizen, the output of an army of 
reporters, typists, compositors, 
proofreaders, machinists and book- 
binders. An editor, an assistant edi- 
tor, and no fewer than twelve re- 
porters—perhaps the finest short- 
hand writers in the United Kingdom 
—participate in the production of 
this official report. When, after 
prayers—a few minutes before three 
in the afternoon—the gallery doors 
are unlocked to the press,’a couple 
of men step into the two Hansard 
boxes. 
and then his colleague taps him on 
the shoulder and takes up the note- 
taking. From quarter past ten till 
the normal hour for adjournment— 
eleven or half-past—no man is in the 
box for more than five minutes. 

At the end of each turn the re- 
porter goes down to the _ typists’ 
room. Here a staff of typists awaits 
the shorthand writer, and in one of 
the sound proof cubicles he dictates 
his notes. The typewritten MS., hav- 
ing been carefully corrected, is pre- 
sented to the assistant editor, who, 
in an editorial sense, puts every- 
thing into apple pie order,and rushes 
the copy off to the printers. Away 
in the city the eopy, arriving in 
numerous batches, is eagerly ‘de- 
voured” by the compositors, and the 
type having been corrected and 
made up into royal octavo pages the 
copies are struck off, bound in gray 
S and distributed, a postoffice 


van, by special arrangement, calling 
at the printers at.six in the morning. 
Members are allowed to correct er- 
rors of their own or slips of the re- 
porter, but they are prohibited from 
making any alterations which would 
give a different turn to the spoken 
words. These necessary revisions are 
made before thé daily editions are 
bound into the bulky volumes which 
fill the shelves of the members’ read- 
ing room and other resorts of refer- 
ence. 


A Great Fighter Dead. 


A great Maori fighter recently 
passed away in New Zealand in the 
person of Tuta Nihoniho, who was a 
chief of the Ngati-Porou tribe, and 
who fought on the British side dur- 
ing the Maori war, and especially in 

the disturbances caused by the no- 
torious To Kooti, greatly distinguish- 
ing himself in several engagements. 
For his services he was thanked by 
the Government, awarded the New 
Zealand war medal, and presented 
with a sword of honor. He was for 
several years captain of the Ngati- 
Porou Native Rifles. For some years 
prior to his death the late chief, who 
was an authority on Maori carving 
and antiquities, was engaged collect- 
ing specimens throughout the Do- 
minion for the Dominion Museum, 
and through his influence many 
samples of carving and precious 
greenstone, which would otherwise 
have been lost, were secured. As a 
fighting man, Tuta’s reputation ex- 
tended all over the North Island, and 
by European officers with whom he 
served he was held in great esteem. 


Pyjamas For Ulstermen.

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RAVAGES CF BEETLES. 


How Famous Roof of Westminster 
Hall Is Being Destroyed. 


More than five hundred years age 
{a foreman \carpenter designed the 
hammer beam roof in Westminster 

Hall for us and finished the job in 
1397, charging six shillings a day for

Westminster beetle. The Westmin- 
|S8ter beetle has eaten into the wall 
| posts, and the posts above the ham- 
mer beams till one can scoop out the 
rotten wood by the handfuls, and the 
whole arched edifice is sinking by 
, inches, says a London journal. 

| Needless to say, the beetle is eat- 
jing into other parts of the oak be- 
| Sides the beams we have mentioned, 
| Neither purlin, nor the longitudinal 
struts which form the side arches, 
nor the fine Gothic tracery and 
carving are sacred to this infamous 
parasite; but the wall posts and 
hammer beams and posts are prin- 
cipally mentioned because on them 
lies the work of supporting the ham- 
mer beam roof; and also because 
some of these great timbers have 
suffered most from the inroads of the 
larva of the beetle. It is almost 
, possible to stand inside some of the 
| cavities. The arched hammer beam 
}roof is like an inverted A with a 
smaller A inside it, helping to sup- 
| port the big A at the apex. Imagine 
{a line drawn like a cross-bar through 
|the A and reaching to the walls of 
| Westminster Hall on either side. The 
j Smaller A might rest on this cross- 
bar and support the big arch. 

As a matter of structure the twe 
halves of this imaginary cross-bar 
| do not join in the middle. They 
| only project far enough to allow the 
| bowed legs of the smaller A to rest 
on their ends. These two projec- 
| tions are called the hammer beams. 
|'They end in carved angles and sup- 


‘4 port,,and are braced to the large A 


| by upright posts. We hope this 


description is moderately clear, and 
will at any rate serve to show the 
ingenuity with which the fourteenth 
| century English carpenter devised 
his balancing system of stresses and 
thrusts. : 

What is happening now is that the 
weakening of the hammer posts and 
beams, as well as of the arches 
which spring from them, is actually 
pulling the wall posts and plates 
clear away from the walls. It will 
be necessary and sufficient to brace 
the whole structure together with a 
light and imperceptible steel frame- 
work. Little can be done to repair 
the ravages of the beetle, though 
steps are being taken to fill up its 
cavities, and by means of various 
preparations of sulphur to discour- 
age any further activity on its part. 

The Westminster beetle is a grey- 
ish animal, not unlike a skate-shaped 
wood louse. It is the larva which 
does the damage, and this warrior 
has an enormous appetite and very 
powerful pincer-like jaws. Confined 
in a corked bottle it will quickly eat 
its way through the cork. One 
specimen which was confined in a 
bottle with a tin-protected cork re- 
tired from the contest with the tin 
and was in danger of starving. Its 
life was preserved and its appetite 
restored by a meal of the familiar 
Westminster oak.

A Votes For Women Test 


A remarkable experiment, devoted 
to a solution of the problem, * Would 
the majority of women vote if they 
were allowed?” was made on Sunday 
recently at the time of the general 
‘election under the auspices of Le 

Journal, with the aid of feminine 
societies. 

Over thirty voting booths were set 
up at various centres throughout 
Paris, where all women, irrespective 
of property or class distincticns, 

| were invited to place a paper in the 
urn, thus indicating their desire to 
vote, although not asked to express 
an opinion regarding the candidates 
| for the Chamber of Deputies. 

Despite the vigorous boom‘ng for 
several weeks previously by Le Jour~- 
nal, the results were hardly satisfac- 
tory. Fewer than 17,000 women of 
over a million, the total female popa- 

| lation, responded to the urgent solici- 
tations of the Feminists. 

The latter, however, express satis- 
factio’, especially considering the 
variety of voters, who represented all 
ranks of society. In general, Paris 
opinion was not impressed and feels 
that the Feminist movement has io 
no way been advanced by the results 
of the straw ballot.
